BILLS SAYS BURKE 


• One Measure Favored as Economy 


Move But O'Malley Objects 


Claiming Proposals Would 


Be Slighted. 


A proposal to save the state a 


large sum of money for printing a 
multitude of bills which may be in- 
troduced in the legislature to estab- 
lish additional state highways, by 
combining them in one measure to 
be formulated by the committee on 
roads and bridges, was made in the 
house Wednesday forenoon by Rep- 
resentative Burke, majority

This entailed an enormous outlay 
for printing, which he said could be 
avoided by consolidating all in one 
measure. 
Mr. O'Malley, leader of thefldemo-

"In parts of the state that don't 


have roads we want them .built, and 
don't want to be tied up to other 
counties which are already taken 
care of," O'Malley declared. "The 
roads are all built in eastern Ne- 
braska, but not ouHn my section "

Among bills to'be introduced in 
the legislature soon will be a joint 
resolution bv Representative Mor- 
row, 
republican, of Seward. county 
for 
a constitutional 
amendment 


abolishing the state railway com- 
mission. He is having it drafted 
now by the legislative reference 
bureau. All the legislature can do 
with such a measure, is to submit 
it to a vote of the people. This re- 
quires a three-fifths 
majority in 


each branch. 


A bill intended to prohibit large 
scale farming in Nebraska by cor- 
porations is being- formulated for 
introduction in the house by Rep- 
resentatives Wells. Raasch. Klop- 
ping and Sorenson. It would make 
unlawful the sale of stock in any 
such concern or the issuance of a 
charter to it by the secretary of 
state. Lands now owned by such 
corporations, or .taken by them 
under mortgage foreclosure, could 
be held for a limited period of five 
to seven years, but would revert to 
the'state after that. 
Representative Mitchell of Lan- 
caster county will put in a bill to 
place all officials of this county 
back on the same basis they-were 
before the new federal census gave 
it 100,000 population, and to knock 
out . the provision, originally in- 
tended for Douglas county alone, 
reouiring the election of a public 
defender. - 
Under a bill thrown in Wednes- 
day, by Representative Foster, the 
Douglas county jail is to have a 
chaplain, appointed by the sheriff, 
who will draw a salary of $50 a 
month from the county.

Council Amends Law to 


Permit Proposed 


Headquarters. 


The city council Wednesday at a 


special meeting called at the re- 
quest of Mayor Love, passed an 
amendment to the zoning laws. The 
bill was read three times and passed 
with an emergency clause attached. 
The emergency, according to the 
mayor, was to permit the state 
teachers 
association to 
complete 


the purchase of the property at the 
southwest corner of Fourteenth and 
J streets, for a state headquarters. 


The ordinance was not passed as 
originally drawn. On the objection 
of Commissioner Troup, head of the 
street department the word, "ele- 
emosynary" was deleted and 
the 
measure permits the 
addition of 


onlv educational and philanthropic 
buildings to the apartment regula- 
tions. 


. Suggest Capitol Zone. 


After the ordinance was passed 


Mr, Troup suggested to the council 
that the members begin a study of 
conditions around the capital with 
a view to setting up a special capi- 
tol zone. 
When the capitol commission starts 


beautifying the grounds, he de- 
clared, there is going to be a fight 
for preferential locations. This will 
mean that there will be attempts to 
erect "all kinds of buildings and 
establish every'kind of business in 
that district-" 
Asked by Commissioner Schroeder if 
special zoning would not lead to too 
strict regulations, Mr. Troup said 
"regulations 
protecting the capitol 


setting cannot be too strict. When 
the building is completed and beau- 
tified, every resident of the 
city 


will have more pride in the capitol 
than in anyother one thing in Lin- 
coln. More, the capitol is going to 
be responsible in the years to come 
for more people coming here than 
anything there is or will be here for 
many years. Nothing should be al- 
lowed in the immediate vicinity of 
the structure that will have a ten- 
dency to take 
away any of its 


grandeur and beauty. In my opinion 
no building should be permitted to 
go higher than several feet below 
the level of the main sections." The 
entire membership of the council 
was in accord with Mr. Troup's 
final statement.

'"BILLY" ADAMS. 


A slightly built man, stoop-shouldered, graying 


hair, with twinkling blue feyes which belie the reso- 
lute qualities which have characterized his record 
. Tuesday became governor of the state of Colorado 
for a third term. 
In the annals of American politics, there are few, 


if any men, who have enjoyed such unbroken popu- 
larity as Governor "Billy" Adams of Colorado. Short- 
ly he will celebrate his seventy-first birthday. For 
nearly fifty years he has held public office, 
either 


locally or within the state's service, and in all ol 
that time he has never met defeat. He was mayor ol 
his home town for three terms. He served as a 
member of the county board of commisskmers and 
filled other local posts Then in 1383 "Billy" Adams 
was chosen as a member of the Colorado legislature, 
and in time became the leader of the state senate. 


Finally in 1924 he was nominated by his party as 


its candidate for governor. He was the only democrat 
to survive the Coolidge landslide. He won lmpr«- 
sively in the face of one or the most bitter attacks 
made by the largest and most powerful newspaper 
of that state, and in sjd'e of the pronounced swing 
throughout the nation to republicanism But it re- 
mained for Governor Adams to demonstrate in 1928 
the full depth of affection and confidence which the 
people cf Colorado have for him. Running for re- 
election, he defeated his republican opponent by more 
than 80,000 votes. Herbert Hoover carried the state 
of Colorado by more than 100,000 votes, and. t h f u l l 
force of the republican tide was sufficient to insure 
a clean sweep for the party with the exception of the 


g0Go™rnor°AdCams is not a great orator and he does 
-not possess that type of personality which sweeps 
peop^off their feet. He is quiet, unassuming, mod- 
.St, plain spoken. He has none of the subtletie; and 
common tricks of the professional politician But he 
;has always been dependable and conscientious; the 
•kind of a man about whom it is said that his word 
ijs his bond. He has never sought to enhance nim- 
iself through demagogic practices 
_ 


A pioneer of the Old West, there is in 
BiUy 


Adams those rugged virtues of simplicity, and com- 
.mon sense, and resourcefulness which inspire, faith. 
•People have come to know they can trust him. He 
'has never consciously made the office which he oc- 
'cupied serve as a stepping stone to additional poli- 
tical honors. His task has been the one immediately 
at hand, to be handled with the highest conceptions 
$ honor and integrity. Because his early life to 
-ColoSdo broadened his sympathies and developed 
within him true humanitarian instincts he has ad- 
ministered affairs entrusted to him with an enlight- 
ened and inspiring viewpoint. 
• It is something to the credit of a man to have held 
'public office in the United States over the period of 
a half century. There is something in the currents 
of democracy which too frequently has made an idol 
of a public servant one day and a bum of him the 
'next. That Governor Adams should have command- 
ed the full admiration and respect of his fellow citi- 
zens to such a degree that they have insisted he 
shall spend practically his entire life as their ser- 
vant constitutes one of the most amazing careers in 
'America. There is a glamour to it which invites the 
novelist, seeking to interpret American ways, to study 
this mild, mannered Coloradan as an outstanding 
character of the nation. 


CODE POLITICS AGAIN*. 


State Senator James A. Rodman of Omaha, reputed 


candidate for governor on the republican ticket next 
year starts his campaign with an attack on Gover- 
nor Bryan for naming "deputy secretaries" to ad- 
minister the various code departments and not sub- 
mitting these appointments to the legislature for con- 
firmation. 
The senate's request for an opinion by the attorney 


general as to whether the governor has legal authori- 
ty to do this will be generally construed as laying 
the foundation for political agitation of the question 
with a view to putting Bryan "in a hole." Whether it 
will accomplish that object is doubtful. 
, 


Senator Rodman. Senator Perry Reed, and other 


devotees of the code system of government have 
much to say about a paragraph in the code law which 
states that the governor "shall appoint'1 a secretary 
for each department, and they also quote the con- 
stitutional provision that such appointments made by 
the governor shall be submitted to the legislature in 
joint session for confirmation. 


They apparently overlook another portion of the 


code law which says: 


"The coveraor shall. In each department, have 
power to* apooint such deputies, assistants, emtfloyes. 
and clerical help as shall b? necessary" <no confirma- 
tion by legislature required1*. 


Too." they ignore i-his other very definite proviso 


found in the same section cf the law: 


"The covernor shall also have power to discon- 
tinue the serrice of any secretary of employe when, 
In his judgment the same is no longer necessary.' 


It -srouM seem from the foregoing that if Gover- 


nor Bryan elects to act himself as Uw •"secretary*' of 
each department and desipiate another man as 
"deputy" to toot alter at he has ample legal authority 
lor so doing. The code brigade in the state senate 
may feel lighted in not beir.g aslcod to ratify 
the 


governor's selection of deputies, but that Is somcthin? 
which will not greatly concern the taxpayers of Ne- 
braska, 


"When Senator Hodman was speaker of the lower 


branch of the legislature fcmr years ago. he was not 
such a sticWer for rigid adherence to the constitution 
and laws of Nebraska as hs is just now when his 
particular pet the code law, is involved. 


At that HIM. Mr. Hodman held that a roll call 


wald not be ordered in the house on the demand ol 
tiro members, as ttie constitution says shall be done, 
but that a greater number -vould be required because 
the rules ol the house were different. Although the 
point was rsj^od repratedin Mr. Rodman derided 
«t:h line that the rules T-CTC superior to the speci- 
fic <T7i«l3'!'utioTjal provision. 


NOT j* th.s the first tiro" that Mr. Hodman and 


Perry Reed have freight 4Jsc efforts of a governor of 
Nebraska to trim off the *rperflucrus branches of the 
code organization. Two years ago they did every- 
thing they could do to 43e the hands ol Governor 
•Weaver and prevent him from carrying out his plans 
Tor abollfchiat and eonsolidauns tit different actjvl-

ties. It was Mr. Hodman who, In the republican state 
convention of 1928, tried to force the adoption of"» 
platform plank endorsing the code after Mr. Weaver^ 
the party'* candidate for governor, had repudiated "it. 
A» one of the men who helped to enact the code lys- 
tem In the beginning he has always been iU consist- 
ent champion in the legislature; and in hi* eyes it 
seems almost criminal for a governor to try to rid th» 
state of some of its superfluous machinery. 


Governor Bryan will doubtless welcome a conflict 


such as Hodman, Heed, et al are attempting to pre- 
cipitate. If we are going to have a political session 
of the legislature, he could not want a better issue 
than the one they are manufacturing for him. 


LOCKING THE BARN. 


It is e-.ident that the members of the legislature 


are fully aware of the demand of their constituents 
that the public be given some sort of protection from 
reckless and financially irresponsible drivers of mo- 
tor vehicles. This Is shown by the character of some 
of the bills already offered for consideration, one of 
the most meritorious of which is that by Represen- 
tative Raasch, 'known as H, B. No. 20. 


By the terms of this measure, any driver or ownar 


of a motor vehicle against whom a judgment for 
damages has been obtained on account of injury to 
person or property in an automobile accident, shall 
have his driving permit and his' motor vehicle license 
recalled and cancelled. He shall also be required to 
turn back to the county treasurer his license plates. 
He shall thus be deprived of the right to drive or put 
his car to use until the judgment shall have been 
paid or he shall, in case of intention, to appeal, have 
furnished satisfactory supersedeas bond. 


Next to compulsory liability insurance, which It 


seems impossible to obtain at this time, the Raasch 
bill Is the best one thus far proposed. The only ob- 
jection is that an irresponsible person may do irre- 
parable damage before he is put out of- business. 
After the harm is done, however, he may' be perma- 
nently retired unless he pays the judgment obtained 
against him, or gives bond to pay it should it be 
finally affirmed by the Supreme court. 


The trouble with all of these laws is that they are 


so difficult to enforce. No one can tell whether a 
person driving a car has a license, this being par- 
ticularly true in the larger communities and when the 
driver is outside his own particular circle of acquain- 
tance. The law, however, is much better than any- 
thing we have at present, and that being the case it 
should be enacted. 


The people of Nebraska, as of all the other states, 


are thoroughly aroused at the havoc being wrought 
by reckless and irresponsible drivers and they are in- 
sisting that something be done to 
afford 
relief. 


Probably the Raasch bill will go as far as anything 
that can be obtained at the present time. 


THE "GHOST" PERFORMS A SERVICE. 


The people of this country would do well to note 


the part the league of nations played in exposing the 
deplorable conditions of slavery and forced labor in 
Liberia. 


Americans have gained the impression that it was 


the United States which was almost solely responsi- 
ble for the investigation. This is because .the report 
was given out in this country by the state depart- 
ment. However the report also was released simul- 
taneously to the 
press of other countries by the 


league of nations. 


The chairman of the international commission of 


inquiry into conditions in the "black Republic" was 
Cuthbert Christy of Great Britain, who was repre- 
senting the league or nations. The two other mem- 
bers of the commission were Charles Spurgeon John- 
son of FIsk university at Nashville, Tenn., and for- 
mer President Arthur Barclay of Liberia. 
/ 


After the report was received by Secretary of State 


Stimson he took action immediately. In a fiery com- 
munication to the Liberian government on Novem- 
ber 17, Secretary Stimson demanded immediate steps 
to correct the evils and carry out the recommenda- 
tions of the commission. This apparently resulted 
in a change of government in Liberia. 


It certainly was the duty of the United States to 


act in case because of its "paternal" attitude toward 
Liberia. The surprising thing is that this country 
did not use its influence more strongly long ago to 
eliminate slavery and forced labor. Instead of acting 
on its own initiative the United States did not be- 
come aroused until the commission headed by the 
league member made its report. 


Those enemies of the league who think of it as 


functioning only as an organization dealing with.' 
problems of international conflict can see in this one 
example how mistaken is their conception. 
In its 


work in exposing conditions such as that in Liberia 
there can be nothing but commendation for the 
league. 


A REAL GRADUATE SCHOOL. 


Over the objections of State Superintendent of 


Schools Taylor, heads of the state's normal schools 
are drafting a bill for submission to the state legisla- 
ture which would authorize them to grant the master 
of science degree. 


Superintendent Taylor's objections to the bill are 


based on the belief that it means a needless duplica- 
tion of educational activities by the creation of small 
graduate schools in each of the state normals in addi- 
tion to the graduate school maintained by the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. 


The function of a graduate school is very different 


from that of the state's normals and 
universities. 


The normals were designed to simplify the task of 
training teachers for the great extension of educa- 
tional work which has taken place. The university 
was designed to give a broader educational training 
for all young people in the state who cared to take 
advantage of its opportunities, for cultural training, 
for technical training, and for professional training. 


The graduate school 'is not designed to meet the 


needs of the great masses of the state's population. It 
has two real purposes. One is to give additional 
training for those who are prepared to advance in the 
teaching world and for those who seek advancement 
In specialized lines of research. The other is to give 
a broadened and intensified education to those who 
have time, funds, and scholastic interest to take ad- 
vantage of such training, in the interest of a more in- 
telligent leadership. 


The graduate schools of the country are training 


men and women in far greater numbers than they 
did a generation ago. The demands of modern life 
have increased the standards of education and hare 
stimulated the quest for knowledge and for more 
adequately trained citizens. But the graduate schools 
will always attract only a small proportion of *ta- 
dents. 


Superintendent Taylor is fight in opposing dupli- 


cation ol graduate training. From the standpoint of 
expense to the state, it should be concentrated in one 
institution. A real graduate school should be de- 
veloped in Nebraska, capable -of comparing favorably 
with similar higher educational agwjci-r in other 
states. Nebrasla should not ^dissipate what funds it 
cares to spend on advanced leadership, technical, pro- 
fessional, cultural and educational, by establishing a 
number ol graduate training schools. 


There is a further reason why such work should be 


concentrated. Adequate graduate training can be 
given only by those who are themselves leaders in 
their respective fields. A scattering of graduate schools 
means a scattering of teaching and research strength 
which makes it more difficult for students to take 
the fullest advantage of graduate training. The com- 
petition with and association with other keen minds 
and students is still another advantazc of concentrat- 
ing grafiua'e study in on? institution. 


The state has been wise in its educational program 


to date. It has recogrjised existence ol" different in- 
stitutions for different needs. From standpoints both 
of economy and efficiency. 3t should keep those dis- 
tinctions in mind and refuse to permit cacroarhmcaU 
of one upon another.

ANSWER. 
. The assumption underlying this 
doctrine is that our Lord's divinity 
was His absolute and inherent 
guaranty against error of any kind. 
If you conceive Him as a moral 


automaton you lose more than vou 
gain. A mere mistake in judgment 
is not to be confused with the de- 
liberate choi-e of wrong. The in- 
fallible Jesus is not necessarily the 
sinless Jesus, 
nor 
is the sinless 
Jesus necessarily 
the 
infallible 
Jesus. 


On numerous questions He dis- 
played a reticence of information; 
on others He accepted the knowl- 
edge of His day. For example, He 
did not attempt the last word in 
science, but left its developments 
to its future exponents. The vital 
factor in the case is that Jesus had 
absolute and perfect knowledge for 
the completion of His redemptive 
mission. He came to show us the 
way of life and to be in every 
meaning we can apprehend the life 
of that way. Nothing He was, or 
said, or did, invalidated this su- 
preme aim. 
Judas was chosen, not because 


the Master was not aware of his 
true character, but because he was. 
He thoroughly understood that 
Judas was a narrow fanatic, who 
exoected the Kingdom of God to 
come in a purely material way and 
as a political demonstration. He 
endeavored to change this fierce 
and passionate zealot. But, as in 
the instance of the Scribes and 
Pharisees, the effort was unavail- 
ing. Had Judas made full use of 
the opoortunities Jesus gave him, 
he would have been a mighty force 
for good. I do not agree that Jesus 
was mistaken in his choice of Judas. 
How many of us has He likewise 
entresfted? 
And some of us have 
sinned with Judas, yet we have not 
wept with Judas. He sinned like 
a devil, but he repented like one 
who might have been an aposle.

When a young girl reaches the 


age of adolescence, and 
rather 
rapidly acquires the functions and 
bodily form of an adult woman, 
the thyroid gland equally rapidly 
has to produce a larger amount of 
its secretion. Perfectly naturally, 
then, it enlarges somewhat in or- 
der to do so- These soft swellings 
at the base of the neck in young 
girls do not indicate any disease of 
the thyroid but simply a natural 
increase Jr. s'.zz due to increased 
activity of the thyroid. But quacks 
often "view them with alarm" and 
call thsm goiters and 
prescribe 
elaborate and expensive methods 
of treatment. 
The final decision as to the 
harmfulness of any one of these 
enlargements should, of course, be 
left to an experienced physician. 
Sit in ser-eral it may be said that 
if the girl feels well the enlarge- 
ment itself is of no ImporUnce.

Sea 
water and soil around 5Jie shores 
of the ocean contain a cons'.derable 
amount. 
Fresh water which runs 
over or through this soil, or vege- 
tables growine in such soil, or the 
meat of animals which graze on 
such vegetables will therefore con- 
tain iodine. Inhabitants of «nch 
districts get quite enough iodine 
in their water and food. 
Ottacr districts are extremely 
poor in iodine. These are the so- 
called "goitrous countries/1 and in 
these resrions coitcr of all kinds is 
remarkable lor its frequent occur- 


i rence. Switzerland has lone been 
ithc 


is some iodine in. tha soil, and the 
thyroid has to extract as much of 
it as 
possible from the blood 
stream. In order to do so it in- 
creases the number of its acini, or 
collections of cell factories. This 
results naturally in a general in- 
crease in the size of the gland, 
which is usually harmless, but may 
be prevented by using iodized salt 
in small quantities. In this coun- 
try the region of the great lakes 
has the most notably iodine-poor 
soiL

After the report was received by Secretary of State 
Stlmson he took action immed iately. In a fiery com­ 
mun ication to the Liberian govern men t on Novem­ 
ber 17, Secretary Stlmson d em an d ed imm ed iate steps 
to correct the evils an d carry out the recom m en d a­ 
tion s of the commission .

MARKED GROWTH 


SHOWN IN 4-H 


CLUBS IN 1930 


Membership Increase is 


Over 2,000 In One 


Year Period. 


Final Check Shows Very 


Nearly 80 Per Cent 


Finished Work. 


"Not 
only has the year of 1930 
been a great one for 4-H club work 
in Nebraska as to increased enioll- 
ment and winnings at lo:,al, state, 
and national contests but the per- 
cent of members completing their 
projects proves that more interest 
than ever is being taken in the 
•work over the state," declared L, I. 
Frisbie, state club leader, from the 
agricultural 
college 
Wednesday 


noon. 
A final check of the 1930 records 
reveals the fact that Nebraska boys 
and girls finished up 79.78 percent 
which compares favorably with fhe 
completion of any state in 
the 
union. In 1929. Nebraska 4-H club 
members completed 74.87 per cent 
of their projects they started. 
Those at the agricultural college 
are enthusiastic over the results ob- 
tained in club work for the past 
year, pointing to the finish-up TEC-. 
ord with pride. Not every state in 
the union has made such a record, 
they emphasize. Especially since the 
enrollment increased 2,000 in 1930 
beyond that it was the 
previous 
year, they believe that 1930 has 
been a banner year for 4-H club 
•work in Nebraska. 


Many Club Members. 


Records show that there were 14,- 


805 club members in the state dur- 
ing the past year in comparison 
with but 12,571 for 1929. The in- 
crease has been observed to 
be 
gradual in the past few years with 
more boys and girls being interest- 
ed each succeeding year, maintains 
State Club Leader Frisbie. 
A study of the. final summary of 
the past year reveals the fact that 
clubs in counties where extension 
agents were located finished up by 
a much large per cent than those 
in the non-agent counties. Like- 
wise, there were many more club 
members in the 
agent counties 
than in the non-agent ones. The 
extension service, however, does not 
discrimminate between the 
two 
types and 
cooperates with club 
members in non-agent counties as 
much as with those in the other 
counties where extension agents are 
employed. 


Agent Conntie* Dominant. 


Of the total number 
of club 


members in the state, 11,848 boys 
and girls came from agent counties. 
These same boys and girls finished 
up their work 82.2 per 
cent. A 
check-up of the records show that 
1,147 club members were located in 
non-agent counties and 54.74 per- 
cent of those starting the 
work 
completed their projects. 
Lancaster county had the greatest 
club enrollment in 1930, the sum- 
mary proves. Under the direction of 
County Agent Purbaugh there were 
841 boys and girls in the various 
clubs Agent Purbaugh reported that 
88.20 per cent of the boys and girls 
completed their work. Custer coun- 
ty had the second highest enroll- 
ment for the year With 638 club 
members taking the various pro- 
jects.

Each Cow Brings Minden 


Man $214.49 Above 


Feed Costs. 


Owen Daily, Minden man who 
had the high producing dairy herd 
among Nebraska fanners in dairy 
herd improvement associations in' 
1930. has been in testing work for 
bat one year, records at the agri- 
cultural college disclosed today. E. 
C. Scheidenhelm, extension dairy- 
men, 
declares though that Daily 
has been interested in testing for 
many years and has done his owa 
•testing. 
Along with the achievement of 
having the hiehest producing herd 
in the state is the fact that his cows 
returned him $214.49 on an average 
each above feed costs for the year. 
Taking the year into consideration, 
this is unusual, emphasizes Schneid- 
enhelm. The Minden man milked 
nine cows during the year and his 
records were figured on 8.8 cow 
years. 
Each cow returned to the state 
winner $285.78 in 
gross receipts 
during the twelve months. 
Feed 
costs amounted to $71.29 each for 
the year. 
Daily kept his feed costs down 


by using what feeds he raised on 
ths farm, buying only the cotton- 
seed meal as a supplement. 
He 
used a twelve per cent protein ra- 
tion which normally consisted 
cf 
corn cob meal and bran. Often bar- 
ley was substituted for the 
corn 
cob meal. 


"One of the big reasons for Daily 
accomplishing his feat was due to 
the good sire which he had at the 
head of his herd." declared dairy- 
men at the college this morning. 
"He used a purebred Holstein bun 
by the name of North Platte Colo- 
thflde," 
For every dollar that the Minden 
man expended for feed, he received 
94 back in the way of products. 
This alone Is unusual, maintain the 
college dairymen. He produced his 
milk for 51 cents per hundred 
pounds.

Dairy Herd Report 


Twenty-two sires were purchased 
bv Nebraska fanners in December 
who are members of dairy herd 
improvement 
associations. 
The 
monthly dairy letter from the col- 
lege agriculture indicates the in- 
creased butterfat production and 
less culling than for the previous 
roonth. 
BuUerfat production in the dan? 
herd improvement work advanced 
2.1 pounds per cow over November, 
according to E. C. Scheldenhelm. 
The average production for Decem- 
ber was 245 pounds per cow. This 
is not up the standard for the same 
month last year when the average 
production was 25.7 pounds. 
December records £how that the 
Nebraska dairymen sold 87 cows 
orer the block as boarders while for 
the previous month 134 were sold 
to ihe 
butchers. This, however, 
represents an increase over 
the 
number sold for December of 3929 
when but 64 head went to 
the 
butcher as unprofitable..

Methods of meat preservation are 
discussed by Gladys Woodward, as- 
sistant county extension agent of 
Lancaster county, in her letter this 
week to farm page readers.

With slaughtering time here once 
more, housewives are faced with the 
problem of meat preservation. 
A few years a$o. smoked, salted, 
and pickled meats were the most 
common home methods of preser- 
vation used: later the canning of 
perfectlv fresh and healthy meats 
has been found a successful plan as 
it retains more nearlv the natural 
flavor of fresh meats. This has made 
our canning problem a year-around 
occupation.

By properly canning the meat at 
ihe"slaughtering season, one is able 
to take care of a large amount in 
a short time which is juicy, tastv, 
tender and ready for use with little 
preparation.

Electric Fans Used 


To Cure Potatoes 


OKEMAH, Okla. — (/P) —Electric 


fans play an important part in pro- 
ducing sweet potatoes on the Camp 
brothers' ranch near here. 


After the potatoes have been 
grown in irrigated, terraced fields 
they are cured in specially con- 
structed sheds, the walls of which 
are packed with sawdust. To keep 
in good condition the potatoes must 
be as dry as possible, so the air in 
the sheds is warmed by stoves while 
large fans maintain a constant cir- 
culation. 


Twenty-five thousand bushels of 
sweet potatoes can be placed in the 
sheds at once for the fanning 
process.

"Not only has the year of 1930 
been a great one for 4-H club work 
In Nebraska as to increased enioll- 
ment and winnings at lo^al, state, 
and national contests but the per­ 
cent of members completing their 
projects proves that more intere.^t 
than ever Is being taken In the 
work over the state,” declared L. I. 
Prlsble, state club leader, from the 
agricultural 
college 
Wednesday 
noon. 
A final check of the 1930 records 
reveals the fact that Nebraska boys 
and girls finished up 79.78 percent 
which compares favorably with the 
completion of any 
state 
in 
the 
union. In 1929. Nebraska 4-H club 
members completed 74.87 per cent 
of their projects they started. 
Those at the agricultural college 
are enthusiastic over the results ob­ 
tained In club work for the past 
year, pointing to the flnlsh-up rec­ 
ord with pride. Not every state in 
the union has made such a record, 
they emphasize. Especially since the 
enrollment Increased 2.000 in 1930 
beyond that it was the 
previous 
year, they believe that 
1930 
has 
been a banner year for 4-H club 
work in Nebraska. 
Many Club Members. 
Records show that there were 14,- 
805 club members In the state dur­ 
ing the past year in 
comparison 
with but 12,571 for 1929. The in­ 
crease has been observed 
to 
be 
gradual In the past few years with 
more boys and girls being interest­ 
ed each succeeding year, maintains 
State Club Leader FrLsble.

C. Scheldenhelm, extension dairy­ 
men, declares though that 
DaUy 
has been Interested in testing for 
many years and has done his own 
testing. 
Along with the achievement 
of 
having the highest producing herd 
in the state is the fact that his cows 
returned him $214.49 on an average 
each above feed costs for the year. 
Taking the year Into consideration, 
this is unusual, emphasises Schneld- 
enhelm. The Minden man milked 
nine cows during the year and his 
records were 
figured 
on 8.8 cow 
years. 
Each cow returned to the state 
winner $285 78 in 
gross receipts 
during the twelve months. 
Feed 
costs amounted to $7129 each for 
the year. 
Daily kept his feed costs down 
by using what feeds he raised on 
the farm, buying only the cotton- 
.seed meal as a supplement. 
He 
\ised a twelve i)er cent protein ra­ 
tion which normally consisted 
cf 
com cob meal and bran. Often bar­ 
ley was substituted for the 
corn 
cob meal. 
"One of the big reasons for Daily 
accomplishing his feat was due to 
the good sire which he had at the 
head of his herd,” declared dairy­ 
men at the college this morning. 
"He used a purebred Holstein bull 
by the name of North Platte Colo- 
thllde.”

The latter also 
bore an agreement for a vote by 4 
o'clock Friday, and Senator Brook- 
hart has prepared a speech against 
Meyer that might corisume much of 
the remaining time between now 
and that voting hour. However, 
Senator Watson of Indiana, the re- 
publican leader, had decided to ask 
the Meyer nomination be taken up 
first. 
Despite the intensity of opposition 


Meyer's foes expect to muster, 
there was no prospect of a coali- 
tion bloc such as fought the Bros- 
ard appointment. Support for Meyer 
has been promised by both Senator 
Wagner of New York and Senator 
Glass of Virginia, democrats. 


Even at that, the legislative cal-

Blindness and Fear Keep 


U. S. Out of League 


Claims Speaker. 


"War is not caused by a nation 


but by a system," Kirby Page, 
nationally-known pacifist and Y. M. 
C. A. worker declared Wednesday 
noon before more than 200 univer- 
sity students and faculty members 
at the World Forum meeting at 
the Annex cafe. 
"The only way in which to avoid 
war," Mr. Page continued, "is to 
speed up the technique of passing 
a crisis. At the time of the World 
war there was no technique avail- 
able for handling a crisis and 
statesmen representing every na- 
tion, stood apart ana bombarded 
each other with threats instead of 
gathering with an attempt to find 
a solution to misunderstanding. 


"Not 
one government in Europe 


wanted a European war. True each 
of them wanted certain things, but 
it wasn't war, and they stumbled 
into it because for 50 or 75 years 
there had been intense economic 
and political rivalry and when the 
fire started there was no way to 
put it out. The first step of de- 
lense that • could have been asked 
would have been to build machinery 
for handling a crisis; technique to 
allow a breathing spell; concilia- 
tion and arbitration and a period 
of 
inquiry 
before armed action 


would be taken. In this way the 
possibility of war would be greatly 
reduced. 
"If there had been a League of 


Nations, weak as it is today, or 
some kind of international clearing 
house with council and assembly of 
delegates there would have been no 
World war. Every month, now, 
there is at lea-jf. one international 
conference at lieneva to iron out 
mutual problems I do not believe 
that another war is inevitable be- 
cause of the machinery which we 
now have which could easily do 
away with misunderstanding and 
bloodshed." 
"Life and property of American 


citizens in foreign countries of un- 
rest should not be protected by 
armed action on the part of the 
United States. If diplomacy and 
arbitration cannot solve the diffi- 
culty these persons who own for- 
eign property should do so at their 
own risk." 


Kirby Page said that the reason 


why the United States had never 
entered the World court or the 
League of Nations was because of 
"blindness and fear." The strong 
feeling of nationalism, Mr. Page de- 
clared, made our statesmen feel 
that with membership in an inter- 
national body of this nature we 
would become entangled and lose 
our rights of absolute independence 
politically. 


It "is because of fear of other na- 


tions that the United States does 
not make formal entry, when if the 
truth were known we are more en- 
tangled in our skein of international 
politics when we are not members 
of such an organization, he de- 
clared. Someday soon, the United 
States is going to realize that the 
League of Nations and the World 
court are solutions to great diffi- 
culties and our nation is not going 
to be afraid of others through mem- 
bership but are going to realize the 
mutual protection. Until all nations 
of any great strength adopt the 
plan of conciliation and arbitration, 
we cannot hope for immunity from 
war.
